of Samuel Niccols, former State Bank 
Examiner, who aided in the investiga- 
tion of the affairs of the bank early in 
1905. Niccols is secretary of the Mis- 
gouri-Lincoln Trust Co 

With State Bank Rxaminer R. M. 
Cook, the witness testified he began the 
1906, 
He was engaged in the examination for 
a week, but did not return when Cook 
made his second visit to the bank and 
assets 
had been increased to more than $400,- 
000 each, as Cook testified Thursdiy

Niccols testified that, he found among 
the assets of the bank®a note for $144,- 
000, which Lewis explained had 


postage, salaries, etc.; notes for $88,000, 
for loans of the bank money to the Lew- 
is Publishing Co., in sums ranging from 
$1000 to $10,000, and two-personal notes of 
Lewis for $5000 and $50,000. A note of 
the University Heights Realty and De- 
velopment Co. for $57,459 also was found 
among the assets. Niccols testified. 
Examiner Cook testified Thursday aft- 
ernoon that when he visited the bank 
thé second time he found the Lewis 


Publishing Co. $88,000 note increased to 
y more than $400,000, and the Development 
_. Company note for $57,459 raised to more 


than $440,000, 

Niccols said Lewis furnished him with 
a list of bank stock subscriptions, show- 
ing that $1,185,049.07 had been subscribed 
up to Nov. 14, 1904, the day the bank 
was incorporated, although the bank 
Was incorporated as having a capital 
stock of “one million dollars, half paid 
up.” 

James L. Stice, Assistant Postmaster 
at St. Louls and a postoffice inspector 
at the time of the bank investigation, 
He tes- 
tified that he accompanied former Chief 
Postoffice Inspector Fulton and In- 
spector W. T. Sullivan on the first ex- 
amining visit to the Peoples’ Bank, 
March 14, 1905. 

Subscribed for $500,000. 

In answer to questions from District 
Attorney Blodgett, Stice testified that 
at the first visit Lewis told him that he, 
Lewis, had subscribed for a half-million, 
dollars’ worth of the bank stock and 
expected to subscribe for a million dol- 
lars’ worth more. 

Lewis told him, Stice testified, .that 
he was ‘‘very wealthy,” and that he 
wae worth between $2,000,000 and $3,000,- 
000, represented by his heldings in the 
various enterprises he controlled. 

On his second visit to the bank, 
Btice said, he was told by Lewis that 
he had invested $495,750 in bank 
atock.

She rented the house on Bradley avenue 
a week ago and moved her 13 dogs there 
and intended to move to that address 
herself, but was prevented by the rain. 

Dogs Tear Basket to Pieces, 

Mrs. Boote was notified Friday that 





| her dogs were killing each other and she 
; went to the Bradley avemve house with 
la basket of scraps of food. When she 
‘arrived the dogs leaped at the basket 
and tore it to pieces. Mrs. Boote was 
arrested and a charge of harboring dogs 
and maintaining a nuisance was placed 
against her. 

Mrs. Boote’s landlady, Mrs. Lyda Ed- 
gar, who lives in the same house with 
her. said to a Post-Dispatch reporter: 
She should be pitied and not con-

It may be true that her dogs 
were hungry, for Lady is very poor, 
and I have known her to go without a 
meal many a time so that her dogs 
might be fed. . 

Goes Without Dinner. 


“IT discovered a month ago that Lady 
was going without a dinner on Sun- 
days because she was too poor to feed 
both herself and her dogs and she 
wanted her dogs to have a good Sun- 
day dinner. Since then I have given her 
a dinner each Sunday. 

“Lady told nfe that she could not help 
loving dogs and cats. She said that the 
sight of a neglected dog or cat on the 
street made her heart ache and brought 
tears to her eyes. 

“She told me that her father was a 
contractor in the Far West, and before 
she was born her mother was left alone 
in a house on the Western prairie, with 
not another house within 20 miles, and 
with only*a dog and a cat for com- 
pany. 

“In some way her mother's life was 
Saved from a flood by her dog, and 
her mother risked her own life to save 
her pet cat. A few days later Lady 
Wus born, and it was discovered that 
the mother's experiences with the cat 
and dog that night, when her life was 
in danger, had given to the daughter 
a mania for dogs and cats.”

A seft spot under a pile of refuse was 
selected as the most promising place to 
begin today’s digging. .The digger had 
not been long at his task when he turned 
up a spadeful of bones, Soon the body, 
that of a full-grown man, was entirely 
exposed. j 

The skeleton, which was badly disar- 
ticulated, was scattered, but the bones 
were in a good state of preservation. It 
is believed that the body has been 
underground about two years. 

The second skeleton was found in the 
snme place, and directly underneath the 
first, with an intervening space of 
earth. The bones are much smaller, 
and are evidently those of a woman. 
This skeleton was not in an articu- 
lited state, the tools of the digger proba- 
bly having. broken and scattered the 
smaller bones. 

In the box were found a pair of wom- 
en’s shoes. They were of calfskin and 
heavy, such as a country woman would 
wear. Part of the shoes had been 
burned, and some of the clothes also 
showed signs of fire. 

Several bones of another body were 
taken shortly before noon from a hole 
about two feet from the others. 


Three Are Identified. 

- Thus far only three of the bodies have 
been identified. The known victims are 
Jennie Olson. the 16-year-old foster- 
daughter of Mrs. Gunness; Andrew Hel- 
gelein of Mansfield, 5S.

Dead Man’s Hand, May Show Slayer 


From the clinched right hand of An- 
drew Helgelein, slain suitor of 
Gunness, was taken today evidence 
which may send one of his slayer’s to 
the gallows. It indicates that Mrs. Gun- 
fiess had an accomplice, and that the ac- 
complice was a man with brown curly 
hair. It is a tuft of man’s hair, of such 
distinctive shade and fiber that by its 
means the man from whose head it was 
torn can be identified. 

The tuft of hair and wounds discovered 
today in Helgelein's hand and wrist 
»ghow that he fought desperately for his 
life. The mystery of how he was killed 
is deepened, as a most exhaustive ex- 
amination reveals no injury to any vital 
part. 

The discoveries were made by Dr. 
John Meyer, autopsy physician. His for- 
mer examinations had been, directed to 


’ the.torso. When he picked up the right 


arm today, he noticed that the hand was 
tightly clenched, and that the fingers 
had been severed at the first joints by 
a slashing blow with a knife, 

Prying the stumps of the fingers open, 
he found the hair. Examining then the

left arm, he discovered two slashes 
across the wrist. : 

Convinced that Helgelein 
received his death blow in the fight, 
Dr. Meyer made a thorough examina- 
tion of the head and body, but was not 
able to find anotheft wound. 

“Tt is not believable,’’ said Dr. Meyer, 
“that the man bled to death from 
wounds in his wrist, for these were not 
severe enough to disable him. 

“He was a very powerful man, and 
was a match for two antagonists under 
ordinary conditions. That his throat 
was not cut in the battle is shown by 
the fact that the head was severed in 
a skillful and deliberate way. 

“The discoveries made today strength- 
en my belief that Helgelein was killed 
in Chicago and his beady dismembered 
and shipped to the Guinness farm for 
burial. The tuft of-hair.shou'd be a 
positive mark of identification for- one 
of the murderers.”’ 

Ray Lamphere, under arrest, has 
sandy hair. The tuft in Helgelein’s 
hand seems darker than his, but cleans- 
ing may change its shade.

Lamphere Says Woman Wanted 
Chloroform to “Kill a Hog.” 


A motive making feasible the theory 
that Mrs Gunness killed her own chil- 
dren, fired her home and fied ‘was fur- 
nished today by Attorney Worden, 
counsel for Ray Lamphere, in connec- 
tion with a statement from the man, 
now held as a suspect. 

Worden declares his cross-examina- 
tlon of Mrs. Gunness during her sec- 
ond prosecution of Lamphere for tres- 
pass must have caused the woman to 
believe he knew she was @ murderess. 
He believes she imagined she was in im- 
mediate danger of arrest and exposure, 
and that she, in desperation, planned 
and executed her master, stroke, slaying 
her own chfidren and placing one of 
the bodies tn the arms of a woman's 
body she had intended, should be taken 
as her own, ; 

“I asked her direct, accusing ques- 
tions about the deaths of her two hus- 
bands and their insurance,” said Wor- 
den. ‘I believe this was the first time 
she had ever been directly accused. She 
turned pale. 

“T am convinced that she thought 
Lamphere knew, and had told me of, 
her crimes, I expect to show that she 
planned the fire when she had Lam- 
phere arrested on a ‘peace warrant, say- 
ing he had threatened to fire her place, 


and when she made her wil] the day be- 
foré her house was burned.” 


Lamphere’s statement was: 


“I went to work for Mrs. Gunness last 
summer, doing odd jobs. One day she 
asked me to eat dinner with her; and a 
day or two later she said I might \a8s 
well stay. I don’t remember that any 
trunks came to the house while I was 
there, and she didn’t have me dig any 
holes; but one day she called me into the 
house and.had me carry a trunk up- 
stairs. She said it belonged to a man 
from Chicago who had visited there. 
She said he had gone South, and she 
guessed he was not coming back. 

“Andrew Helgelein had been there sev- 
eral times when I saw him. He was 
talking to me about the weather. when 
Mrs. Gunness.sent me out of the room. 
She explained that she expected to get 
gome money from Helgelein and that 
she did not want me talking to him. 

‘Next day she had me go to Michigan 
City to meet‘a man there, instructing 
me to wait all night if necessary. When 
I got back the next afternoon she told 
me Helgelein had gone. , 

“It was while Helgelein was at the 
house that she Wanted me to get some

Three Waltham watches were found 
on the premises and through the com- 
pany’s agents In New York and Chicago 
and thence through the jobbers and re- 
tailers, there‘is a chance that the police 
may find the names of the Individual 

. purchasers. 
When the numbers of the movements 


of these watches were given to the com- 
pany today, Manager Grover Fitch re- 
ported as fcllows: Movement No. 14,041,- 
244 was sent to the Chicago agents of 
the company June 27, 1906; movement 
No. 4,902,527 went to New York agents 
May 1, 1891; No. 9,201,306 went to Chicago 
agents Aug. 28, 1900. The factory has 
no records of cases which were put on 
the movements after they had left the 
shops. . 

Robbins & Appleton are the Waltham 
agents in both cities, the Chicago office 
being at 103 State street.

Proof of Murder of Two Husbands, of Girl, of 
Suitor, and Then of Her Own Children; 
as Authorities View It _

From a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 
LAPORTE, Ind., May 8.-—-Iijving or 


dead, Mrs. Belle Gunness is accused by 
the Indiana authorities of being the 
most amazing criminal of her time. 

In brief, the material and = circum- 
stantial evidence indicates that she dealt 
in murder and arson for profit, and that 
on the eve of exposure she killed three 
children, supposed to be her own, sub- 
stituted a fourth body to represent her- 
self, again turned to arson to cast sus- 
picion on another person and fled. 


Made Money by Crimes. 

Following is the case against Mrs. 
Gunness, as the prosecuting authorities 
present it: 

From the time she left her home in 
Norway and arrived in America, her 
path was marked by a series of crimes, 
in every one of which the motive was 
financial gain, and in each of which the 


person who profited was Mrs. Gunn- 


ness. 

These crimes include the burning of 
three successive homes occupied by Mrs. 
Gunnes, the sudden death of her two 
husbands, the assassination of a num- 
ber of persons who visited her on her 
farm in Indiana, and, finally, the mur- 
der of the three children. 

Was Penniless Immigrant. 

When she left Norway she was prac- 
tically penniless. She lacked money to 
pay even her passage to America, The 
expense of her voyage was borne by 
her brother-in-law, John Larsen of Chi- 
cago. He had never seen her. After 
their first meeting there was an é65S- 
trangement due, Larsen says, to the 
fear of the woman which his first 
glimpse ef her inspired. 

Larsen never aided her again finan- 
cially. But when Mrs. Gunness disap- 
peared on the night of April 27, she was 
the possessor of an estate valued at 
about $20,000. It is important’ to deter- 
mine how this comparative wealth was 
acquired by a woman who had been 
comparatively a pauper. 


Both Husbands Insured. 

Her first marriage was to Max Soren- 
of Chicago, whom she wedded in 
1888. He was a hight watchman. His 
salary was small, and he was not a 
man of property. But he carried $8000 
insurance. Shortly after he informed his 
wife that he was about to drop one of 
the policies he died suddenly. The wid- 
ow collected the life insurance. 

Next on the list of tragedies was Jo- 
seph Gunness. Where and when she 
met him is not known. He is supposed 
te have had very little money, but his 
life was insured. The woman preceded 
him to the farm near Laporte, which she 
had purchased shortly after her first 
husband died, and when Gunness 
reached Laporte the couple were mar- 
ried. 

Two years later Gunness was found 
at night.

He died without 
making a statement, and again the wid- 
ow cashed an insurance policy. 


Murders in Sertes. 

Following Gunness’ death, there oc- 
curred on this farm a series of mur- 
ders. Eleven bodies have been un- 
earthed. Giving Mrs. Gunness the bene- 
fit of the presumption that she is inno- 
cent until she is proven guilty, nine of 
these murders are mysteries, Of the 
other two—the assassination of Andrew 
Helgelein, a suitor for her hamd, and of 
Jennie Olson, her 16-year-old foster 
daughter, Mrs. Gunness had guilty 
knowledge beyond the shadow of a rea- 
sonable doubt. 

The facts in the case of Helgelein 
prove that Mrs. Gunness was a murder- 
ess by instinct, inclination and trade. 
There was absolutely no element of 
malice in this case: it was a calmly, -de- 
liberately planned crime, engineered 
through the agency of ® matrimonial 
advertisement, with any one of a hun- 
dred or a thousand men as a possible 
victim; and the lot fell to Helgelein 
merely because he stumbled into the 
trap by answering the advertisement. 


Girl a Menace to Her. 

The facts In the case of Jennie Olson 
prove that Mrs. Gunness, ulready em- 
barked on a criminal career, would stop 
at nothing to avert exposure. Here was 
a girl who was as close to her as her 
own flesh and blood might .=have been, 
and upon her Mrs. Gunness might rea- 
sonably be expected to center any nat- 
ural affection that she was capable of 
feeling for anybody. 

Still conceding that Mrs. Gunness had 
killed but one person—the man Helge- 
lein—the crime had occurred while Jen- 
n-e Olson was in the house; and it is 
prolable that the girl suspected, if she 
did uot know. She was menace to 
Mrs. Gunness’ Safety that must be re- 
moved. 

Jennie Olson was murdered. Circum- 
stantial evidence proves it as cdnclusive- 
ly as circumstantial evidence ever 
proved anything. When she disappeared 
and Mrs. Gunness explained that she 
vad gone to California. Mrs. Guniess 
lied; and when Mrs. Gunness ordéred 
one of her employes out of a roem in 
her mysterious house with the explana- 
tion that she needed it for Jennie Olson, 
| who was to return shortly, Mrs. Gun- 
ness lied again. The girl’s: body at that 
moment was buried on the hillside, with- 
in a stone's throw of the house, and 
Mrs. Gunness knew it. 


Lamphere Imported Aid. 

Now, while Mrs. Gunness was com- 
mitting these crimes, and at the same 
time maintaining the matrimonial ad- 
vertisement that might lure other men 
to her farm, she employed ahout her 
house Ray Lamphere. The part he 
played in the first of this' chain of’ 
tragedies is a matter of speculation: he. 
will make his explanation in a court of 
law. Butshe was of supreme importance 
to the success of Mrs. Gunness’ crim-'‘ 
inal career, for he involuntarily supplied 
the means through which Mrs. Gunness 
made her desperate effort to escape the 
consequences of her sins. ; 

Without going into the exact relations 
that existed between Mrs. Gunness and 
Lamphere—certainly they were not 
merely that of employer and employe— 
it is known that at one time there was 
a marriage in prospect, and that later 
there Was a quarrel. 


Told of His Threats. 

Mrs. Gunness took especial pains to 
circulate the story that Lamphere had 
threaténed her; and, in the light of what 
happened later, the most important part | 
of the story she told about these alleged 
threats was her statement that she 
feared Lamphere would murder hér and 
her children, and then burn the house. 

As has been stated, Mrs. Gunness was 
& pyrqmaniac; on at least two occasions 





she had turned to incendiarism. Arson 


was as much a part of her criminal) tal- 
ent as was murder. But so far as is 
known, Lamphere was not an expert, or 
even a ‘novice, in the art of destroying 
property by fire. 

Wanted Him Declared Insane. 

Following the ‘estrangement ‘between 
Mrs. Gunness and Lamphere the wom- 
un prosecuted him on three different oc- 
ecasions for annoying her. On another 
occasion she attempted to have him 
committed to an insane asylum. 

If Lamphere had possessed any posi- 
tive knowledge that Mrs. Gunness had 
lured even one man to her home and 
there had killed him, it is not reasona- 
ble té suppose that the woman would 
have braved exposure at Lamphere’s 
hands by prosecuting him. 

The only tenable theory is that Mrs. 
Gunness was positive—perhaps through 
attempted blackmail by Lamphere—that} 
his Knowledge of her crimes did not 
exceed a suspicion, and that, by prose- 


cuting him, she meant to convey the im- 


pression that she was afraid of physi- 
cal violefce at his hands. Then, when 
she attempted to send him to an in- 
sané asylum, she was carefully plan- 
ning to discredit him so that any state- 
ment he might make would be given no 


<redence. 


Didn’t Fear Lamphere. 

This goes far to show that in reality 
Mrs. .Gunness was not afraid of Lam- 
phere in a physical way, and that when 
she expressed herself to the contrary 
she was,playing to the galleries. Fear 
was not a- part of Mrs. Gunness'’ 
makeup. 

Continuing on the supposition that 
Mrs. Guinness was building bridges for 
her escape, if it should become neces- 
sary for her to leave her house of sud- 
den death, it is reasonable to suppose 
that she planned also to burn that house 


before she left. 


Certainly it must have contained some 
evidence that would convict her of the 
two murders of wnich she undoubtedly 
was guilty—those of’ Helgelein and Jen- 
nie Olson. 

But, to disappear suddenly, “leaving 
behind her only a.burned home and. 
Lamphere at freedom to circulate his 


‘euspicions, was not to be thought of. 


For hér own protection she must so ar- 
range it that a body supposed to be her 
own would be found in the ruins, and 
She must so arrang® it that Lamphere 
would be hanged for the murder. 

Her Cruelty Unlimited. 


. In the discussion of the events that 


followed, every one of.which bear out > 
the statements made in the preceding 
paragraphs,;it must be borne in’ mind 
that there apparently was no crime too 
diabolical for Mrs. Gunness. 

It requires strong evidence to convince 
an unprejudiced mind that a mother is 
the murderer of her own children, but 
this woman did not hesitate to kill her 
foster-daughter when her own safety 
required it, and she would not hesitate 
to murder her own little children when 
the same contingency arose. 


Self-preservation, the first law of na- 
ture, drove Mrs. Gunness to the crown- 
ing crime ef her sinister career on the 
night of April 27. 

She made one false step. Heretofore 


her evil genius seemed to have protect- 
ed her from exposure under circum- 
Stances that made the exposure seem 
inevitable; but it failed her at the end. 
Had Mrs. Gunness taken the precaution 
to make her will six months before she 
drew it, the headless body found in the 
riuns of her home would have been ac- 
cepted as her own, Lamphere would 
have been practically convicted before 
his trial for her murder, and the real 
story of this woman’s amazing career 
would never have been known. 

_ But she did not know that away off fn. 


‘South Dakota the brother of one of her 


victims was on her trail. The knowl- 
edge came to her like a thunderboit and 
caught her unprepared. She received a 
letter from Ask Helgelein stating that 
he was not satisfied with the story she 
had told him about his brether’s dis- 
appearance and was coming to Laporte 
to investigate. 
Face to Face With Exposure. 

When Mrs. Gunness received that let- 
ter she knew that her race was run. 
She realized that the moment the sod 
of her lawn was turned by a spade her 
career of crime would be closed. The 
time had come for her to flee, and she 
took the only avenuc of escape—the 
route she had prepared with Lamphere 
as the involuntary tool. 

On the afternoon that Mrs. Gunness 
Was ready to close her books she went 
to a lawyer and dictated her will. She 
left her estate to her three children, 


and, im ense of their death, to an in- 
stitution in Chicago. She told ‘her 
lawyer that she was preparing to 
die; that she believed Lamphere 
would kill her and the children, and 


burn her home. 
That night the house was fired. 


Every fear that this pyromantac and 
murderess had expressed to her lawyer 
not twelve hours before apparently were 
realized. The three children were found 
dead in the embers. They had been 
killed with a blunt instrument, presum- 
ably "3 hammer. Beside them was the 
body “of a woman. The head was miss

NEW YORK, May 8.—In the first cabin 
of the White Star liner Teutonic, which 
arrived here last night, were 30 passen- 
gers transferred from the American 
liner St. Paul, who were on board that 
steamer when she rammed and sent to 
the bottom the British cruiser Gladiator 
off the Isle of Wight April 25. They 
are the first of the disabled steamer’s 
passengers to land here. The crew 
remained with the St. Paul in dry dock 
at Southampton. 

‘The general belief in Southampton is 
that the captain of the cruiser was to 
blame for the accident,” said A. H. 
Lahens of this city, who arrived by the 
Teutonic. 

“When I went on deck, the two ves- 
sels were right together, and it seemed 
as if we would not be able to draw 
apart. As we remained in that position, 
a stoker leaped from the Gladiator's rail 
to the anchor of the St. Paul and 
perched there like a bird. He seemed 
to be dazed with fright, and it was 
some time before he realized where he 
was.

Two hundred and 
fifty plants in churches, hotels, bakeries, 
apartments and resturants are under 
suspicion. They have been getting Jones 
into considerable trouble, but the ordi- 
nance doesn't gover them. They are be- 
ing watched, and unless the churches 
improve their conduct they will find the 
Municipal Assembly legislating them in- 
to the smokeless class. 

In the last year 376 prosecutions have 
been undertaken against violators of the 
smoke ordinances. Most of these were 
convicted and fined from $26 to $100.

ANCIENT PERUVIANS WERE 
EXCELLENT CARICATURISTS 


Their Skill Is Shown in a Rare 
Collection of Metal Work, 


Textiles and Pottery. 
From the Philadelphia Record. 

In the Pennsylvania Museum, Memo, 
rial Hall, exhibited with the collection 
of old pewter, are three examples of 
Peruvian figure work in lead, dating 
back probably to the Spanish Conquest. 
The central figure represents @ man 
with miter and crozier, apparently a 
Spanish bishop or abbot. Another is 
intended to portray a knight or soldier,, 
holding in one hand a_ two-handed 
sword. On his head rests what ap- 
pears to be a crown, while from his 
breast is suspended a crucifix. The third 
figure shows a member of the priest- 
heed, carrying in one hand a chalice, 
while from his neck and Waist are sus- 
pended crucifixes. These very inter- 
esting figures were doubtiess intended 
by the r:tive Peruvian artists to cari- 
cature the Spanish invaders. They are, 
therefore, particularly interesting, not 
as examples of native Peruvian art, 
but as Hlustrating the post-Incarial art, 
ruvians’ sense of humor in the exagger- 
ation of the features and tralts of their 
conquerors. These curious objects be- 
long to the Dr. Robert H. Lamborn col- 
lection. .

Germans Favor Retaining 
Methodists’ Ban on 
Dancing, Etc. 








Methodist Episcepal ministers in St. 
Louis are divided on the preposition 
being considered at the general confer- 
ence ef the church in Baltimore, which 
proposes te remove from the church law 
the section prehibiting church mem- 
bers from dancing, gambling, attending 
theaters, horse races, circuses, dancing 
parties or dancing schools. 

It is explained with one accord by the 
ministers now in St. Leulis that it is 
not to be understeod that members of 
che Church, by desiring te do away with 
that section of the church law, mean to 
create the impression that they favor 
dcing those things which the church has 
Aiways opposed, but that it merely 
arises from a belief that such a sec- 
tion is not preperly a part of the canen- 
ical law. The church will continue fight- 
ing excessive and impreper amusements 
as vigorously as ever, they say. 


Dr, Thompson in Favor. 
The Rev. Dr. Fayette L. Thompson of 


the Lindell Avenue M. E. Church said 
Friday that he favered the removal of 
tho amusement section frem the church 
laws, 

‘It is thought by a large portion of 
ths members of the church,”’ said Dr. 
Thompson, ‘‘that this section is not 
properly a part of the canonical laws of 
the church, theugh these same members 
are opposed to excessive and improper 
amusements. I was a member of the 
conference in 1900 and voted fer the re- 
meval of the section at that time. It 
mey be expressed that the membership 
favoring the removal believe the church 
ghould urge, rather than command, the 
members to refrain from such amuse- 
ments.” 


Germans Oppose Removal. 
The Rev. D. S. Wahl ef the Eden M. 


E—. Church, Nineteenth and Warren 
streets, believes in retaining the sec- 
tien. 

‘T think the German churches prac- 
tically all favor the retention of the 
section which seme are now seeking to 
remove. I am not a crank regarding 
amusements and believe in such amuse- 
ments as are proper, but I do not see 
any occasion to remove this section 
from the church laws.”’

HE BLAMES THE CHURCH 








Christianity Ought to Aid So- 
ciety Where Law Cannot, 
Says U. L. Marvin. 





By MARGUERITE MARTYN. 

Judge Ulysses L. Marvin of the Cir- 
cult- Court of Cleveland was in St. 
Louls as a prominent layman of the 
Episcopal Church, attending the confer- 
ence of Church Clubs of the United 
States, in session at Schuyler Memoria! 
House; and Tuesday morning he deliv- 
ered an address in which he censured 
the clergy and members of his church 
for becoming lax in the observance of 
the law which forbids Episcopalians 
from recognizing the marriage of di- 
vorced persons. 

Three Points of View. 

Here, it struck me, was a startling 
inconsistency! How could a lawyer, who 
must at times demand a divorce for his 
client, and a Judge, who must always 
grant a divorce when it is obtained 
within the laws of our country, plead 
with his church to condemn these same 
divorces? How could he reconcile his 
diametrically opposed positions? 

I waited with impatience at the Ho- 
tel Jefferson, until he appeared, that I 
might confront him with this question. 
Imagine then my surprise when I 
learned that he has, not two, but three, 
ways of looking at the subject, and that 
he knows he is consistently right from 
all his points of view. He said: 

“I am here in the interest of church 
work and I do not care to discuss any 
other subject. I was careful not to 
touch any personal or legal opinions in 
my address yesterday, but this much 
I will say to you. As a man, I see 
unsuccessful marriages increasing 
alarmingly.. The number of applications 
for divorce brings this to my notice. 

“The fault, I believe, Hes in the very 
beginning, and, for the sake of the 
jittle children who are growing up 
fatherless and motherless, something 
should be done to prevent senseless 
marriages. But how? I think the 
greatest number of them are caused by 
the extreme youth of the contracting 
parties. 

Proposes New Age Limit. 

“Perhaps there should be a new age 
limit fixed. Eighteen and twenty-one 
years are too young for some people to 
know their own minds, especially for 
country boys and girls who know noth- 
ing of the world. And yet they fall in 
love as hard as anybody and when they 
are in love the world gnd society can 
go to the bow-wows for all they eare, 
and that is right and natural, and if 
they can’t marry it’s tough, isn’f it? 

“And when after a while they find 
they have made a mistake, and undoubt- 
edly there are some married people who 
cannot live together, then they should 
not be bound together, but I will not 
say what I think they should do under 
these circumstances. I do think a man 
sheuld be compelled to support a woman 
he takes for better or for worse, but I 
will not discuss this phase of the ques- 
tion.”’ 

Now we know Judge Marvin has legal 
opinions, for he is famous for them, but 
since he had determined to leave them 
in Cleveland-—only a shrewder cross- 
questioner than himself could have 
coaxed him to express them. 

“I am here now as a churchman,” he 
continued, ‘“‘to remind ou rclergy and 
assembled laymen that when we are lax 
in enforcing one single law we are not 
fulfilling our obligation to Christianity. 

Divorced Persons in Church. 

“Our church has always held that per- 
sons marrying after divorce are viola- 
tors of church law, but recently you 
will find divorced persons in almost -ev- 
ery gathering of Episcopalians. Just 
the other day a clergyman remarked to 
me that he had performed the ceremony 
for the remarriage of a man for whose 
wife I had, as attorney, obtained a di-

You have but to meet 
him to observe these things, for they are 
visible in his breadth of forehead, his 
big, rugged frame and stern and gentle 
manner. 

A fine composite for a picture, I 
thought, if these qualities cold be 
drawn in mere outline—and it made me 
feel more narrow and limited when I 
reflected that I had always believed 
there could be dnly a right and a wreng 
side to divorce.

“FIR ST IN EVERYTH ING.” , 
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LINCOLN AND THE BREWERS. 

The brewing interest has taken the trouble to 
secure photographic and printed evidence of a 
fact long familiar to well-informed people that 
Abraham Lincoln once sold liquor in Illinois. Al- 
though it will be difficult for anybody to appre- 
elate ‘the value of the showing, the disclosure 
as to Lincoln’s early occupation is to be used 
as “an argument against prohibition.” 

If nothing better than this is to be said against 
prohibition the liquor trade is doomed, root and 
branch. When Lincoln sold liquor it was cus- 
tomary for innkeepers and storekeepers to deal in 
intoxicants. Some men who were not permanently 
in the business came West in the pioneer days 
with a few barrels of rum for trading purposes, 
and more than one inherited fortune and proud 
family name of today is intimately associated 
with such beginnings. 

Mankind is imitative, no doubt, and in appeal- 
ing to that trait the brewers may make a point 
with the thoughtless, but as the situation appears 
now they are not so intent upon engaging men 
to sell liquor as they are upon persuading the 
masses to drink it. Seeking examples in that 
line they will find plenty of them in all ages. 
Every history and biography, sacred or profane, 
will furnish: them, and yet they will prove noth- 
ing. 

It may be doubted whether all this will have 
any effect beyond exasperation upon the people 
who have their attention fixed upon the modern 

‘galoon and the forces which act upon it and 
through it. Abraham Lincoln never had anything 
to do with an institution of that kind, and the 
effort of the brewers to make it appear that he 

’ did is likely to react upon them, as have some 

' of their other follies.

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PURSUING THE RICH WIDOW. 

Tragic revelations often display man’s most 
ridiculous side, but gruesome things rarely reveal 
such cheap abstrdity as the late proceedings at 
Laporte, Ind., where they have been digging up 
numerous bodies of men who wanted to marry a 
rich widow and were robbed, murdered and plant- 
ed in her back yard for their pains. 

This modern Borgia and female 
knew the right bait. One kind of man is as 
obvious as he is easy, and she let him. have 
the bait in a bashful “ad,” stating that she was 
a comely widow of some means and intimating 
that she might be persuaded to marry a gentle- 
man similarly circumstanced if he would come 
in person and press the negotiations. He came 
in droves, evidently, with the results. above 
noted. 

The most monstrous of widows is dead and 
the world will not waste its condemnation upon 
her, saving it for live criminals yet unpunished.

EASTPORT, Longe Island, May &%— 
Every house in the vicinity of Zach's 
Inlet is a temporary hospital today, but 
sheiter is tacking for of the 73 
men taken from the great German four- 
masted Peter Rickmers, which 
went avround near her. 

The ship's crew spent 24 hours of tor- 
ture and despair as the sea rolled,over 
the ship and gradually pounded her to 
pieces with terrific blows.

The lines snapped like 
twine. The tugs were picked up by the 
great waves and washed far away from 
the ship, and mountainous seas came 
on .with such terrific force that they 
drove the ship half a mile westward 
from the point where she had _ been 
aground for a week. 

Then darkness came on quickly. Thir- 
ty-seven life savers were aboard the 
ship, and they, with the 30 remaining 
members of the crew, gave up. They 
could not see 130 feet from the vessel. 

Men Leshed to Deck. 

The men seemed to be shut Ina 
black, raging pit, hurled about’ with 
such violence that their strength gave 
way. All were lashed to the deck. — 

This morning the men on shore ob- 
served that lue sea was subsiding, and 
at daybreak the tugs were again able 
to put out. As the sea continually was 
reduced in the slackened wind, they 
made their way to the ship. 

The men from shore went aboard the 
Rickmers and cut loose the men who 
had been lashed to the deck. Many of 
them had to be carried into the tugs, 
as they were apparently lifeless. Ajl 
were weak from fatigue.

RATE INCREASE 


WILL BE FOUGHT 
BY STATE BOARD 


Legal Proceedings Sure to Be 
Started Against Roads That 
Attempt Boost. 








HIGH AS 35 YEARS AGO 





Old Steamboat Tariffs of A873 
Only Two-Thirds as High 
as Now.

JEFFERSON CITY, May  8.—The 
State Board of Railroad and Ware hduse 
Commissioners has served notice on the 
railroads that it will not perm‘: any in- 
crease of freight rates ‘between Missis- 
sissippi and Missouri River common 
points in Missourl. This action is in re- 
sponse to the decision of the executive 
traffic officials of all lines to evolve 
some plan for a uniform increase of 
freight rates in Western classification 
territory, which includes practically the 
whole transmississippi valley. 

As the railroads propose an advance 
of not less than 10 per cent In all com- 
modities, an additional burden of $500,000 
a year would be imposed on Missouri 
shippers, according to the railroad com- 
missioners’ estimate. 

Law to Kill Rate’s Advance. 

Chairman Knott and his associates in 
the board are absent on an inspection 
trip teday, but it was learned from one 
of their subordinates that legal proceed- 
ings will be instituted by the Attorney- 
General, if necessary, to prevent the op- 
eration of the new freight schedules. 
Legal officials of the railroads, how- 
ever, have advised the traffic efficials 
that the sttate commission has no power 
to prevent action 
state rates so vitally as do the rates 
betWeen the rivers, which affect all 
trans-continental rates. 
No inerease in through rates can be 
affected without an increase between 
the rivers, and counsel for the rail- 
roads advise that the courts will pre- 
vent ah increase of inter-state rates. 

AU Points to Start Protests. 

If an inerease is ordered it is proba- 
ble every jobbing in the west immedi- 
ately. will begin proceedings before the 
interstate commerce commission to pre- 
vent the order taking effect. Kansas 
City, Omaha and St. Joseph already 
have filed petitions in a _ suit before 
the interstate commerce commission, 
complaining of excessive rates from 
the east to Missouri river points. A 
decision in this suit is expected at anv 
time. 

Freight rates from St. Louis have been 
higher in the last two vears than they 
were 3 years age. 

When the ald beat lines between St. 
Louis and Kansas City began opera- 
eighteen years ago, rates were 
at the same figure as now, but imme- 
diately the boats began running, rates 
were slashed right and left and con- 
tracts were made with a majority of 
shippers by which much less than the 
ublished rate was paid. The new rate 
aw put an end to this and since then 
the: rates have been maintained.

The railroads 
enjoined its operation in the Federal 
court. 

To meet ¢he objections urged by the 
railroad companies in contesting that 
statute, Attorney-General Hadley and 
the Railroad Commissioners brought 
about the passage of a modified freight 
law at the 1907 session. Again the rail- 
roads rebelled and the new law has 
been suspended until the Federal courts 
pass upon the question of its validity 
and reasonableness.

PITTSBURG, Pa., May 8% —*‘Billy” 
Montgomery, cashier of the Allegheny 
National Bank ef Pittsburg, fermerly 
financial adviser and friend of United 
States Senator M. S. Quay, is charged 
with embezzlement, on information 
made by Bank Examiner William L. 
Folds, befere United States Commis- 
sioner William T. Lindsey. The sum 


named is $468,000, but it is thought the 
amount may reach $1,000,000. 

The arrest caused a great sensation 
here, as the genial, smiling banker was 
one of the city’s most popular men. He 
had been with the Allegheny National 
Bank for almost forty years, begin- 
ning as a child. Within an hour after 
his arrest, George E. Teoner, a wealthy 
manufacturer, brother of John K. Teon- 
er, Congressman-elect from the Twenty- 
fourth istrict, became his bondsman 
to the extent of $50,000. The smallness 
of the bond caused comment. 


Reiber Gave Information, 

The first information that Montgem- 
ery was short in his accounts came 
from Henry Reiber, former paying teller 
ef the Farmers’ Deposit National Bank, 
whe, with James Yeung, former audi- 
tor, robbed that institution of $1,105,000. 


Reiber and Young are in jail and last 
week Reiber is alleged te have asserted 
that part of the money he took from 
the armers’ National had gone as 
leans to Montgomery. An examination 
of Montgomery’s boeks was made and 
William Stuart, the president, sent for 
the national bank examiner. 

For years the ey int National 
Bank has been the headquarters of Re- 
er politicians. The late Senator 

. 8 Quay always made the bank his 
headquarters and “Billy’’ Montgomery 
handled the Quay money. 


Attempt to Bribe Examiner. 

The standing of the bank will not be 
affected by the defalcation, as some ef 
the wealthiest men in Pittsburg are con- 
nected with the institutien. 


It is reported that after the defalca- 
tion was discovered prominent finan- 
ciers and peliticians went to Bank Ex- 
aminer Folds and tendered him $468,000 
in cash, the amount of the known defal- 
cation, if he would not prosecute. 
Folds immediately ordered Montgom- 
er’s arrest. It is intimated that arrests 
v4ll follow the attempt to bribe the ex- 
aminer. 

Montgomery says that he {fs penniless, 
and that he had been unable te recover 
large sums of the bank’s money he had 
loaned to speculators.
